Worfa'ngmcrn May Take The Brunt Of Wage, Price Freeze

WASHINGTON (AP) — Labor 


leaders say the workingman 
may end up taking the brunt of 
President Nixon's wage and 
price freeze, but negotiations for 
higher pay will go ahead 
unhindered. 


AFL-CIO President 
George 


Meany called Nixon's action 
"patently discriminatory as far 


as American workers are 
concerned," saying the federal 
government lacks effective 
machinery to ensure price 
enforcement and wage equity. 


W. A. "Tony" Boyle, head of 


the United Mine Workers union, 
which is seeking a new contract, 
said his union will negotiate as if 
there were no wage freeze. 


Boyle said "There is nothing

in the law, however, to prevent 
us from negotiating wage levels 
and other benefits which will 
become effective whenever 
their 
payment 
is 
legally 


possible." 


Unanswered was the question 


of whether pay hikes negotiated 
during the 90-day freeze would 
be paid retroactively later. 


Treasury Secretary John B. 


Connally said at a Monday news 
conference any wage increase 
negotiated 
previously, 
but 


falling due during the 90-day 
period, will not be given to 
workers until the freeze ends. 


The United 
Steelworkers 


Union, which negotiated a three- 
year, 30-per cent wage hike for 
350,000 workers Aug. 1, said it is 
confused about effects of the 


freeze on companies 
with 


contracts falling due later. 


Leonard Woodcock, president 


of the 800,000-man United Auto 
Workers Union said he is "quite 
happy" with Nixon's proposal to 
eliminate the 7 per cent excise 
tax on cars and placing a 10-per 
cent surcharge on imports in- 
cluding cars. 


But overall, Woodcock said, 


"I'm confused. I sure hope it 
works out as well as they say it 
will, but I'm not sure." 


The AFL-CIO is looking for 


more detail on the policies when 
its 35-man executive council 
meets Thursday. Meany called 
the meeting 
to "ask 
ad- 


ministration spokesmen to 
outline in detail all aspects of the 
President's decision and to 


answer the many and per- 
plexing 
questions he 
left 


unaaswered." 


"If it means that progression 


wage increases now due will not 
go into effect, it just won't 
work," said Joseph A. Beirne, 
president of the AFL-CIO 
Communications Workers. "It 
would create consternation in 
our industry." 


The first wage increase for 


communications workers under 
their new contract went into 
effect Saturday night when the 
pact was ratified, and Connally 
said it probably will stand. 


"It is quite apparent," said 


Meany, "the President wants to 
give another tax bonanza to 
American corporations."

outflow of dollars seeking higher

economy news, the Commerce 
Department said output of the 
nation's factories slipped 0.8 per 
cent in July, worst since the 1.1- 
per cent drop during last 
November's General Motors 
strike.

WASHINGTON — Intriguing 


details are now seeping out of 
Peking about the struggle 
between the two titans of 
Communism, Russia and China, 
which glare hotly at one another 
across the somber Siberian 
steppes. 


Some Chinese officials, in the 


flowery language of the Orient, 
speak of the struggle as "The 
Dance of the Bear and the 
Dragon." 


In wary conversations with 


Westerners, the Red Chinese are 
now telling their side of the 
story. 


The 
Chinese Communist 


Party started out as a branch of 
the Comintern, controlled body 
and soul by Moscow. The 
Kremlin sought to organize a 
Soviet-style workers' revolution 
in China, with the new factory 
workers of the cities as the base. 


But Mao Tse-tung, rejecting 


Soviet dogma as less valuable 
than excrement which at least 
could be used to fertilize the 
fields, gained control of the 
party and organized a peasants' 


revolution rooted in the soil. 


His chief rival, Li Li-san, fled 


to Moscow. Li returned at the 
end of World War II with the 
Soviet troops that marched into 
Manchuria and again sought to 
bring the Chinese Communists 
under Soviet influence. 


Not only did Mao prevail, but 


he made friendly overtures to 
the U. S. Washington rebuffed 
his offer of friendship, furnished 
military aid instead to Chiang 
Kai-shek and forced the Chinese 
Communists back into an 
alliance with Russia. 


With the bitter comment that 


Americans think "the moon in 
America is rounder than the 
moon in China," Mao became an 
implacable foe of the U. S. 


But more pragmatic Chinese 


officials, including Premier 
Chou En-lai, reportedly favored 
maintaining contacts with the U. 
S. in order to avoid domination 
by the Soviet colossus across the 
border. 


PUSHED INTO WAR 


Some of them now claim that 


the Kremlin pushed China into 


the Korean War and tried to 
goad China into the Vietnam 
War to inflame American 
opinion against the Chinese. 
These officials attribute a 
quarter century of Chinese- 
American enmity largely to 
Soviet Machiavellianism. 


In any event, Mao was never a 


willing puppet, and strains soon 
developed 
in the Chinese- 


Russian alliance. 


Today the Russians have 


deployed 45 crack divisions 
along their eastern frontier, and 
hundreds of missiles have been 
installed 
within 
striking 


distance of China. 


We were the first to report, 


quoting a top-secret U. S. in- 
telligence report, on June 12, 
1969, that "Moscow may stage 
hit-and-run strikes at China's 
nuclear laboratories and ar- 
mament centers in order to 
eliminate China as a nuclear 
threat." 


The Red Army marshals still 


believe, according to the latest 
intelligence reports, that Peking 
understands only strength and 
considers concessions to be

Symptoms Of The Same Ailment 


The economic situation which forced President Nixon to freeze 


wages and prices, and the financial difficulty that forced Lockheed 
to go to the government for help, and the government to grant it, 
are two symptoms of a weak spot in our way of doing things. It's a 
fundamental of the free enterprise system that goods produced by 
those who do the job best will win out in the market place, and its 
another fundamental that wages and prices will adjust themselves. 


Those basic concepts have not been disproved by the experience 


of the past few years. There is no sufficient reason to believe that 
they would not have worked in their historic fashion. But the 
threatened consequences were too dire for our stomachs. We didn't 
want to face the widespread unemployment in the Los Angeles 
area, and we didn't want to face up to the havoc that continued 
inflation of prices and wages would cause when the crash finally 
came. 


The free market system has never been a gentle one. There have 


always been booms and busts. But with our present complex 
financial 
and 
industrial 
organization 
and 
pervading 


mechanization, and with absolute dependance of the great bulk of 
the population on industries far removed from them for the 
necessities of life, any breakdown of the system—even tem- 
porary—would have disastrous consequences. 


It's very unlikely that we will ever have completely unregulated 


wages and prices for any long period of time again. What form the 
regulation will take is for the future to disclose. But wages and 
prices just don't adjust themselves satisfactorily.

Those who believe that Mr. 


John Lindsay's views have 
changed, and that that is the 
reason why he has now joined 
the Democratic Party, are 
mistaken. I undertook, six years 
ago, to run for mayor of New 
York City in order to protest 
John Lindsay's doing so in the 
name of the Republican Party. I 
said at the time that "Lindsay is 
a Republican largely as a 
matter 
of 
baptismal 
af- 


firmation." After studying his 
voting record in Congress, I 
noted that the record "formally 
documents that during his stay 
in Congress he moved towards 
that position of extravagant 
compliance with the liberal 
orthodoxy which finally made 
him a hero to the Liberal Party, 
to the New York Pl>st, and to The 
Nation magazine." 


Nevertheless, the imposture 


lasted for a considerable length 
of time — and would have lasted 
forever, if a few wealthy New 
Yorkers had prevailed on Mr. 
Lindsay. It was pathetic. Eleven 
of them, including John Hay 
Whitney and David Rockefeller, 
begged Lindsay, in a letter 
published exactly 24 hours 
before 
Mr 
Lindsay's 


repatriation, to stay in the 
Republican Party. What the 
wealthy Republicans said was 
that if Lindsay left the GOP, he 
would by so doing "contribute 
directly" to the creation of a 
"monolithic 
conservative 


party." 


It is hard exactly to un- 


derstand how this is so at a 


period when the monolithic 
conservative party abandoned 
by John Lindsay is involved in 
deficit spending of over 20 billion 
dollars, cooing about the world 
in search of detente with the 
Communists, and, at home, 
busily engaged in the expansion 
of the bureaucracy and the 
federalization of welfare. Mr. 
Lindsay should have very little 
quarrel 
with the profile of 


current Republicanism. But he 
nevertheless felt insecure, and 
unloved. And he was certainly 
unloved by the mainstream of 
Republicans he felt represented. 
In 1969 the disengagrment was 
formal. It was then that he failed 
to win the Republican primary 
for reelection. 


Of course he should then and 


there 
have 
joined 
the 


Democratic Party. No need to 
elaborate on the high cost of 
playing Hamlet. He could have 
opposed Nelson Rockefeller in 
1970 for the governorship, or he 
could have run against James 
Buckley and Charles Goodell for 
the Senate. In any event, he'd 
have had the workout which 
would be useful to his in- 
tegration within Democratic 
ranks. That is an organizational 
disadvantage which may prove 
critical. All of this, of course, is 
known 
to 
Mr. 
Lindsay's 


mastermind, Richard Aurelio. 
He knows the odds are heavily 
against him, but the rewards are 
the greatest in the world. No 
doubt he has reasoned as 
follows: 


The assumption that Lindsay 


would be beaten in a primary 
contest with a Democratic pro is 
anti-historical. The analogy 
comes to mind of the spring of 
1960.

I then 
continue to take small do.se.s 
at regular intervals, whether 
I need them or not. 


This builds up a level in my 


blood which actually keeps me

entire voyage. If the sea gets 
particularly rough, I take an 
additional dose.

First: John Deming Sr., a

misioner, is also a member of 
the 
Comprehensive 
Health 


Planning Council and has been 
since its inception. 


Second: 
Don 
Rose, 
Ad- 


ministrator 
of the 
Tehama 


General Hospital, was one of the 
original 
members 
of 
the 


Comprehensive Health Planning 
Council—and was reinstated at 
the June meeting of the Council. 


Third: After a discussion fo 


the CMA report, it became 
apparent that the quality of care 
at Tehama General Hospital has 
been substandard for probably 
the past 10 years. When this was 
pointed out to Mr. Blaisdell, he 
said, "Oh, I'm not interested in 
that." 


Fourth: Mr. Blaisdeli said he 


was told that Tehama County 
was going to lose all of its 
Hospitals. The statement which 


was made at the June meeting 
was that there is an oversupply 
of beds presently in Tehama 
County and this fact poses a 
threat to all of the Hospitals in 
the county. Usually a hospital 
needs more than half of its beds 
filled at any one time in order to 
have enough income to pay its 
bills. Ideally, a hospital should 
have about 75 per cent of its beds 
filled at any one time. Our 
hospitals in Tehama 
County 


rarely exceed the 50 per cent 
mark—and all are faced with 
financial problems as a result. 
Still the taxpayers are asked to 
pour more money into Tehama 
General in spite of the fact that 
we don't need those acute beds. 


I think that the public is being 


misled by Mr. Blaisdell and 
others. When a member of the 
Hospital and Safety Commission 
publicly states that he is not 
concerned with the quality of 
care at the Tehama General 
Hospital. 


I think we need to seriously 


question 
his 
motives 
and 


qualifications and determine if 
he is truly dedicated to serving 
the tax-payers interests.

American Buyers Still Have To 
Pay Import Duty On Foreign Cats

WASHINGTON 
(AP) — 


Despite President Nixon's wage- 
price freeze, importers will be 
allowed to pass on to American 
consumers the cost of the new 
10-per-cent duty on foreign- 
produced goods. 


The Treasury issued the 


ruling late Monday, after being 
bombarded with queries from 
importers who feared they 
would be caught in a squeeze 
between the price ceiling and 
the increased tax surcharge. 


The flood of inquiries touched 


off 
by Nixon's mammoth 


economic package continues 
unabated at the Treasury and 
Labor departments and at the 
Qffice 
of 
Emergency 


Preparedness. 


The following questions and 


answers on the freeze are based 
on official texts and statements 
and the replies of agency 
spokesmen concerned. 


Q. How can a consumer check 


on whether a merchant is 
complying with the freeze? 


A. The presidential order 


requires that all persons in the 
business of selling or providing 
goods 
or 
services 
must 


"maintain for public inspection 
a record of the highest prices or 
rents charged for such or 


similar commodities during the 
30-day period ending Aug. 14, 
1971." 


Q. Are dividend payments and 


interest charges also frozen to 
previous levels? 


A. Nixon has asked the 


nation's bankers to hold the line 
on interest. Lacking authority to 
control dividends, he is asking 
corporations voluntarily not to 
raise their dividend payments. 


Q. What about profit margins? 
A. Not covered. The ban on 


price increases is expected to 
hold profits down. 


Q. What is the ceiling level? 


A. Until Nov. 12, no price or 


wage may exceed the level that 
prevailed in the month ended 
Aug. 14,1971. A lower price may 
be charged, but not a higher. 


Q., Does the freeze apply to 


wages 
paid 
and services 


provided by state and local 
governments as well as private 
businesses? 


A. Yes. Texas and some other 


states have approved pay in- 
creases for state government 
workers to take effect Sept. 1, 
but the presidential order calls 
for postponement of the increase 
until freeze ends. 


Q. Can state universities raise 


tuitions to take effect when 
school starts in September? Can 


state public utility commissions 
grant rate increases? 


A. The rates can be raised, but 


the increases cannot take ef- 
fect until expiration of the freeze 
on Nov. 12, 1971. 


Q. What about school teachers 


who have signed pay contracts 
to take effect with the opening of 
school in September? 


A. The official answer at this 


moment, is that the pay increase 
must be postponed. But a 
Treasury statement is reported 
in the works and may modify or 
clarify 
the 
government's 


position. 


Q. Will Nixon's proposed 


repeal of the 7-per -cent excise 
tax bring a rollback in the price 
of new cars? 


A. Yes, but only when 


Congress actually enacts the 
repeal legislation..Nixon said he 
will insist that the excise 
saving, averaging about $200 per 
car, be passed on to consumers. 


Q. If a scheduled wage in- 


crease is deferred because of the 
freeze, can the workers get the 
increase retroactively when the 
freeze ends? 


A. No ruling has been made. 


There is no language in the 
President's order or White 
House explanatory statements 
providing 
for 
retroactive 


payment. 


Nixon's Move To Bolster Dollar 
May Result In Monetary Reform 


By GEORGE GEDDA 


WASHINGTON (AP) — A 


fundamental reform of the in- 
ternational monetary system 
may result from President 
Nixon's bid to bolster the 
beleaguered dollar. 


Economists predict a move to 


make more flexible the fixed 
exchange rate system adopted 
27 years ago by the International 
Monetary Fund under which 
non-Communist nations have 
maintained the international 
value of their currencies by 
pegging them to the dollar. 


The forum for discussion of 


the system will be the IMF's 
annual meeting to begin here 
Sept. 27 Finance ministers from 
the more than 100 IMF member 
nations will attend. 


The system adopted by the 


IMF in 1944 has relied on the 
dollar's stability as the principal 
means of avoiding the in- 
ternational monetary chaos 
which 
characterized 
the 


depression years of the 1930s. 


The United States agreed to 


fix the value of the dollar 
through a commitment to buy 
and sell gold at $35 an ounce. 
Under the IMF regulations, 
other 
nations 
held 
their 


currencies to a margin of 1 per 
cent on either side of the dollar. 


But events of recent years, 


most notably Nixon's an- 
nouncement Sunday night that 
the United States could cease to 
convert foreign-held dollars into 
gold, have raised serious 
questions about the practicality 
of the traditional system. 


Experts who believe the 


system is outmoded point to the 
distorted value of the dollar in 
the free market for gold: $44 per 
ounce. 


Questions also are posed about 


the legality of Nixon's decision 
to suspend exchange of foreign- 
held 
dollars 
for gold, 
a 


maneuver permitting the dollar 
to "float" in world markets.

Typhoon Rose 
Kills Nearly 
90 Persons

Typhoon Rose killed more than 
90 persons in Hong Kong and 
surrounding waters today when 
it hit the British colony head-on 
with 130-mile an hour winds and 
12 inches of rain. 


The storm capsized a ferry, 


destroyed some 40 fishing boats, 
grounded a U.S. Navy supply 
ship and 25 other ocean vessels 
and caused floods and land- 
slides. 


Between 75 and 80 crewmen 


drowned when the Hong Kong- 
Macao ferry Fatshan capsized. 
Four survivors said the rest of 
the crew was trapped inside the 
hull. 


A family of five drowned 


aboard a fishing junk, and nine 
others were crushed or swept to 
their death ashore by landslides 
or flood waters that destroyed 
their homes.

and 
2,500 
made 


homeless 
It was the worst 


typhoon to hit Hong Kong since 
1962, when Typhoon Wanda took 
more than 250 lives. 


The Fatshan ha d discharged 


its passengers after a run from 
Macao 24 hours before. Sur- 
vivors said the ship broke from 
its moorings during the storm, 
and the captain tried to shelter 
in the lee of outlying Lantao 
Island, but the 130 mph winds 
turned it over. 


The 8,000-ton U.S. Navy ship 


Regulus was driven aground on 
Kaui Chai, another outlying 
island, and the Navy said one of 
her 270 crewmen got some 
broken ribs.

Executives 
of pro 
teams 


remained in doubt as to what the 
freeze means.

Mike Storen, president of the

Colonels, 


agreed. "Pro 
sports is an 


unusual business," he said. 
"Our 
usual 
practice is to 


renegotiate 
every 
contract 


every year. This isn't like a 
normal job, where you have a 
regular salary." 


"There have to be special 


considerations 
for 
sports," 


declared Bill Wirtz, president of 
the Chicago Black Hawks of the 
NHL. 
"We have players who 


have completed their contracts. 
There has to be some way to 
compensate the increase of their 
ability." 


Other 
officials 
expressed 


similar doubts as to the impact 
of the freeze. "At this point, I 
don't see how it could affect 
baseball

spokesman for the American

think it would affect us."

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43,000 Draftoos To 
Be Sent Home Eorfy 
According To Army 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


Army says 43,000 draftees will 
be sent home up to four months 
early in anticipation of new 
congressional 
manpower 


ceilings. 


Pentagon sources said tne 


Army also will have to let more 
personnel go, raise its re- 
enlistment standards or induct 
fewer men the next 10 months if 
Congress orders a 50,000-man 
average-strength cut in fiscal 
1972. 
The first step announced 


Monday will be early release for 
as many as 43,000 draftees 
assigned to U. S. posts. These 
men, most of whom already 
have served in Vietnam or 
Korea, were scheduled for 
discharge between Sept. 1 and 
June 30, 1972. 


Secretary of the Army Robert 


F. Froehlke said this is in an- 
ticipation of the 50,000-man 
reduction in the Selective 
Service bill passed by the House 
and awaiting Senate action. 


Secretary of Defense Melvin 


R. Laird has criticized the bill's 
provision cutting the average 
strength over the entire year 
rather than setting a manpower 
level to be achieved by the end of 
the year. 


Under the average-strength 


plan, the longer the Pentagon 
waits before beginning reduc- 
tions, the more men will have to 
be cut. Laird said if the cuts 
begin in September it will be 
necessary to eliminate about 
62,000 men the rest of the year to 
reach the 50.000-man average 
for the entire year. 


The Army had planned on an 


average strength of 1,024,000 
men this year, reaching a figure 
of 942,000 by June 30. 


Because of the congressional 


action, the average strength will 
have to be cut to 974,000, 
possibly resulting in a smaller 
manpower pool at the end of the 
fiscal year. 


However, even as the Army 


reduces its average strength, it 
will need new draftees to fill out 
the ranks.

Con The white Man 
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Sing The Blues? 
Ask Johnny Winter

Can the white man sing the 


blues? 


Johnny Winter, an albino 


stomp-'n'-shout guitarist, can — 
but he says it's not the same as 
Lazy Lester 
or 
Lonesome 


Sundown did it. 


And it probably never will be 


again. 


"When the life style changes, 


the music's not goin' to be the 
same, because it was an 
emotional music that was kinda 
spawned in poverty, depression 
and ignorance," said Winter, a 
wispy, drawling Texan with silk- 
fine, flowing hair. 


"And once the people got out 


of that, it got to be like an in- 
tellectual thing: 'Well, okay, the 
blues is part of our heritage, so 
we're going to keep doin' it,' but 
they won't feel the same way 
about it. 


"It changed a whole lot from 


the time people were doin' it in 
Mississippi. They moved to 
Chicago and 
the 
postwar 


Chicago blues was a completely 
different music, a completely 
different blues than the milder, 
softer Delta-type blues. 


"It might not die, it might live 


on, but it won't be the same way 
it was." 


Winter was weaned on blues 


and rock 'n' roll records in 
Beaumont, a sleepy Texas town 
just northeast of Houston. 


"I learned a lot from a black 


disc jokey at a black station in 
Beaumont called KJET radio," 
he said. 


"This guy had a show called 


the Bon Tor, show, Bor, Ton 
Roulle, the Good Times Roll. He 
called himself Parent-Clarence 
Garleau was his real name — or 
Bon Ton and he used to play all 
his own records. 


"I used to call him up and ask 


him to play things for me. I met 
him in a music store one day — I 
was teachin' guitar and I was 
about 16, pickin' up a little extra 
bread. 


"He came in and I recognized 


the sound of his voice, never had 
met him, and I started playin' 
one of his tunes. It flipped him 
out. 


"In those days, the white 


people just didn't dig that kinda 
stuff. 


"But if black people really 


knew you were diggin' it or 
interested in it, it turned them 
on. 


"He was really extra nice, 


man. I'd go out on gigs and he'd 
make sure nobody killed me or 
anything and let me play with 
the band. He really helped me a 
lot." 


Winter 
served 
his 
ap- 


prenticeship with Johnny and 
the Jammers, Gene Terry and 
Downbeats and I and Them, 
playing small beer and brawl 
bars throughout the South. 


He more recently has made 


four albums 
for Columbia 


Records, each of which has sold 
over a quarter of a million 
copies. 
The 
most 
recent, 


"Johnny Winter and Live," is 
selling the best of the four. 


"Man, you wouldn't believe 


some of the clubs. Louisiana was 
where it was really heavy. And 
it was just exactly like Easy 
Rider, exactly, man. 


"People would come up: 'Hey, 


man, play "Midnight Hour'. " 


"Midnight 
Hour9" Man, 


Johnny Winter 


we've already played that three 
times. 
"Or they'd come up and ask for 
something you didn't know. 


"You couldn't explain you 


didn't know the song. Nothin' 
made any difference. 


"Those people got pleasure 


outta goin' out, gettin' real 
drunk, lookin' for chicks and 
fightin'." 


B. B. King remembers the 


night this frail-looking white kid 
walked into the Raven and stole 
the show seven years ago. 


"It was about 10:30 and four or 


five white cats came in," said 
King. 


"I was havin' troouble with 


the internal revenue boys then 
and I figured: "Oh, oh, here it 
comes!" 


"Somebody said: "This is 


Johnny Winter, let him play 
some."

Instrument Detects 
Smog, Noise Booms 


MELBOURNE, 
Australia 


(AP) — The Royal Australian 
Air Force has an instrument 
which it claims will show when 
the time is ripe for a city to have 
bad smog or damaging super- 
sonic booms. 


RAAF research physicists, 


directed by Prof. V. D. Hopper, 
developed the equipment which 
can probe through the earth's 
atmosphere and detect different 
layers of air. 


They claim the system is the 


only quick, cheap and practical 
way of doing the job. The or- 
thodox method has been to send 
up balloons laden 
with ex- 


pensive instruments and radio 
equipment. 


The new system 
uses an 


acoustic sounder with very high 
frequency sound waves. These 
are projected 
into the at- 


mosphere like the headlights of 
a car. 


When the "beam" hits layers 


of air which have 
differing 


temperatures or humidity, some 
of the sound waves are bounced 
back and recorded. 


The system was developed as 


part of a broad atmospheric 


research 
program, 
but 


authorities 
charged 
with 


combating smog and alleviating 
supersonic booms already are 
showing interest 


The acoustic sounder is likely 


to be marketed commercially 
for around $11,200. 


The physicists say the worst 


city smogs are caused by what is 
known as an inversion layer — a 
layer of cold air which lies above 
and traps warm air near the 
ground. The cold air forms a 
barrier so that smoke and other 
gases are trapped in the warm 
air near the ground, and build 
up. 


The worst supersonic booms 


are caused by 'he same situation 
— the shock waves penetrate 
downwards 
and are 
then 


trapped in a huge "rever- 
beration box" near to uhe 
ground.

Here is his 
appraisal of how Vietnam looks 
to him one year later.)

SAIGON (AP) — American is 


getting out. 


Both militarily and, in a sense, 


p s y c h o l o g i c a l l y , 
most 


Americans here feel their war is 
ending. 


That is. the inescapable im- 


pression gathered in a three- 
week return visit by this 
correspondent after a one-year 
absence. 


The sights and sounds of with- 


drawal are everywhere. 


You see it in Quin Nhon, again 


a fishing village and no longer 
the hectic, noisy supply center 
for the thousands of GIs who 
fought the bloody battles at la 
Drang and Dak To. The airfield 
is closed. The few Americans 
are civilians. 


You see it flying over Viet- 


nam. The broad Vietnamese 
highlands remain studded by the 


circular patterns of firebases 
and encampments that were 
torn in war's haste from the 
jungles by men and bulldozers. 
But a close look reveals they are 
abandoned. 


You hear the sounds of with- 


drawal in the conversations of 
the middle and upper level 
Americans. 


When I left Vietnam a year 


ago there were many American 
officials and military men who 
still identified Saigon's goals 
with those of the Untied States, a 
"We will prevail together" 
philosophy. One hears much less 
of that now, in three weeks of 


traveling around Vietnam and 
looking up old acquaintances 
many now in high positions. 


The Americans who have 


directed the U. S. effort in 
Vietnam, 
spending 
years 


working in the provinces in 
dusty, scurffy towns, or using 
their 
expertise 
to 
move 


mountains in Saigon, seem 
assured that President Nixon 
means what he says about 
pulling out. Even men known as 
hawks seem to accept the fact 
that the situation has changed. 


"Always 
there 
was 


tomorrow," commented one 
young American, fluent in 


Vietnamese «nd an expert on the 
country, as we talked during 
dinner. 


"There was always the hope 


that years of advice and coaxing 
would finally surface adequate 
leadership in the Vietnamese 
army, 
when 
the 
Saigon 


government would cleanse itself 
of obvious corruption and petty 
self-interest 
and 
begin to 


respond to the needs of the 
countryside, when the enemy 
would pack and go home," he 
said. 


There is no tomorrow for the 


Americans now in Vietnam. 


"Any reforms and programs 


not realized today will unlikely 
be implemented when we 
leave," the young American 
said. 


High on the list of remaining 


problems is military leadership. 


"We know all the secrets of 


counter-insurgency," one ex- 
perienced 
American 
com- 


mented. "We have perfected 
techniques of pacification and 
indoctrination that are superb. 


One American worker said: 
"The only reason we stay on 


now is paternalism. We have got 
to let go now for better or for 
worse. We cannot hold on to the 
Vietnamese forever."

Rodeo Circuit Life Agrees 
With Texas Cowboy's Wife

NEW YORK (API— It started 


in Memphis last September with 
five broken ribs and a punctured 
lung. It was followed bv frac- 
tured facial bones in Oklahoma 
in December and torn knee 
cartilage in March. 


Dickey Cox is a rodeo cowboy 


specializing in bull riding and 
these are the scars of his trade 
during the past vear 


"In the nine years he's ridden 


professionally, 
he's 
been 


lucky," 
said 
his 
friendly 


brunette wife, 
Judy. 
"He'd 


never had anything worse than a 
pulled muscle. Now, all of a 
sudden he's getting hurt Maybe 
it's time for him to stop." 


For Judy, who grew up with 


Dickey in McKinney, Tex., snd 
married him 14 years ago when 
she was 17, rodeo is as much a 
part of life as her dishwasher. 
It's beans one day, steak the 
next. It's dust in her beehive 
hairdo 
and pungent animal 


odors, and home is a motel in 
Mangrum, Okla., or Cody, Wyo., 
or Livingston, Mont. 


She insists that she thrives on 


this life, although she admits 
Dickey's 
eight-second 
rides 


seem to last a long time Cox is 
required to remain aboard his 
1,600 
pound Brahma bull for 


eight seconds in order to win a 
check. 


Most of the time he does — he 


won $14,000 last year — but 
recently he has been having his 
problems. Judy Cox was wat- 
ching at the national finals in 
Oklahoma City when Cox's bull, 
known around the circuit as the 
infamous number V-16, jerked 


him down and butted him in the 
face, destroying the facial bones 
on his left side. 


"I don't sit around and make 


myself sick like some of the 
other wives," she said. "I ac- 
tually worry more when he's 
driving long distances or flying 
around in those small planes. 
But I know I'll worry more when 
he starts riding again, now that 
he's been hurt" 


Cox will be grounded until the 


first of the year because of the 
knee 
injury, but he hasn't 


exactly been deprived of a 
livelihood. He has been judging 
rodeos for $100 a performance, 
including a recent 
run 
at 


Madison Square Garden here. 


"I don't like to judge at all," 


the husky, leathery cowboy, said 
over 
dinner 
at 
a 
fancy 


steakhouse, his 10-gallon hat 
resting on the seat beside him. 
"But you've gotta do something 
when you're crippled." 


When she's home, Judy helps 


tend their 200-acre rented ranch 
in Walnut Creek, Tex., an out- 
post of 490 persons midway 
between Waco and Fort Worth, 
and chauffeurs the oldest of 
their two children, Kenneth, 12, 
to junior rodeos. 


"When he was a year and a 


half, he fell out of the car, 
fractured his skull and had to 
have surgery," she says. "I'm 
glad he likes rodeo so much 
because it keeps him out of 
trouble, but I'm scared thinking 
about what could happen if he 
fell again. 


"He wants to be a bull-rider 


like his father but I'm en- 
couraging him to be a roper. It's 
less dangerous," she said.
